BOSS LOSES HER 
BID FOR PAY-OFF

THE disgraced former chief 
executive at the helm of 
Maidstone Hospital during 
the superbug scandal that led 
to the deaths of 90 patients 
has lost her pay-off claim. 

Rose Gibb sued Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust for breach 
of contract after it refused to pay her 
the full £250,000 severance pay. 

She claimed she had been made a 
“scapegoat” over the scandal, but the 
judge at the High Court, Mr Justice 
Treacy, yesterday dismissed her 
claims and ordered her to pay costs, 
which for the trust alone are expected 
to be £90,000.

Ms Gibb left the trust days before a 
highly critical Healthcare Commission 
report into two outbreaks of 


Clostridium diffcile at the trust’s hos¬ 
pitals during 2004 and 2006, was pub¬ 
lished in October 2007. 

The report from the watchdog cited 
management failings and poor 
hygiene control for the outbreaks of 
the superbug at Maidstone, Kent and 
Sussex, and Pembury hospitals. 

Court papers showed when Ms Gibb 
learned she was being forced from her 
job she originally aimed for a sever¬ 
ance package of £300,000, which was 
then reduced to £250,000. 

At the time of the scandal, Health 
Secretary Alan Johnson stopped the 
trust giving Ms Gibb the six-figure 
payout, instead she received £75,000 - 
half of her salary as chief executive. 

She claimed the trust had breached 
her contract and that if she had 
known she would not receive the full

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£45,000 job to 
help council cut 
back spending

THE council has been 
slammed for bidding to save 
money - by employing a 
£45,000-a-year partnership 
manager. 

Maidstone council wants to employ 
a money-saving guru to help it - and 
four other local authorities - get 
through the current economic woe. 

But the job comes with benefits 
and a juicy pay packet of up to £45k 
- nearly £20k more than the average 
full-time Maidstone dweller earns. 

The position would see the lucky 
candidate heading up the Mid Kent 
Partnership, a group of councils 
including Maidstone, Ashford, Swale 
and Tunbridge Wells, as well as Kent 
County Council, which recently lost 
millions when the Icelandic banks 
collapsed. 

The jargon-filled job brief described 
the partnerships as a “progressive 
and committed group of local author¬ 
ities... working together to improve 
services and deliver savings.” 

It went on: ‘We are now looking for 
someone who can work with the sen¬ 
ior members and officers to drive this 
programme of work forward, develop 
new business cases and see propos¬ 
als through to implementation.” 

The job has been created to try to 
tackle the crunch effect on local 
authorities struggling to keep front¬ 
line services despite losing cash from 
fewer people using things like town 
car parks and swimming pools. 

The post holder will be employed by 
Maidstone council, but will work to 
“improve efficiency 7 ’ for all five author¬ 
ities during the one-year contract. 

But some residents have criticised 
what they see as the “huge” salary. 

Dan Lock, who lives in Maidstone 
and earns less than £20,000 a year, 
said: “It’s good they’re trying to save

money, but galling for people like me 
who work really hard and still strug¬ 
gle to make ends meet.” 

Matthew Elliott, chief executive of 
the Tax Payers’ Alliance added: “If 
the council is serious about deliver¬ 
ing savings to taxpayers, they should 
cut out waste from their budgets and 
hire less faceless bureaucrats. We’re 
in a recession, and it’s high time 
those at the council started tighten¬ 
ing their belts like the rest of us.” 

But a Maidstone council spokes¬ 
man said whoever clinched the posi¬ 
tion would have to bring savings if 
they were to keep their job: “The post 
holder will make savings worth 
many times their salary. 

“The programme manager will 
work with the councils to identify 
savings and future shared service 
opportunities. 

“This is a one year contract in the 
first instance and the salary reflects 
the savings the post holder is expect¬ 
ed to achieve. This job will pay for 
itself many times over.” 

The deadline for applications for 
the post has now closed.

The man’s wallet was taken from 
his pocket during the attack.

A POPULAR farmers market has 
been saved from closure after coun¬ 
ty council bosses and another mar¬ 
ket came to its rescue. 

The future of West Mailing Farmers Market 
was first threatened when its management 
company Hughmark collapsed. 

This blow was followed by Tonbridge and 
Mailing council withdrawing its £7,000 per 
year funding and failing to renew the road clo¬ 
sure arrangement which allows the market to 
go ahead in the High Street. 

Rescue talks began when Steve Woods, of 
Meopham Farmers Markets, contacted Liberal 
Democrat councillor Trudy Dean, who repre¬ 
sents Mailing Central at Kent County Council, 
with an offer to run the market. 

Cllr Dean then approached KCC leader Paul 
Carter, who agreed to put up funding to keep 
the market going for two years to allow time for 
a new organisation to be put in place. 

The rescue deal has received support from 
West Mailing parish council and Mailing Action 
Partnership, who have pledged to pay towards 
better advertising and set up a support group. 

Bob Taylor, of Kent Farmers Markets, and 


Julie Monkman, of Produced in Kent, also 
stepped up to offer their support to get the West 
Mailing market back up and running. 

To ensure it can still go-ahead in its usual 
location in the High Street and at the same 
time of 10am to 2pm, KCC officers made sure 
they had secured a new road closure before the 
April market, which was held on Sunday. 

Cllr Dean said: “It has been a real rollercoast¬ 
er, but I am delighted to say the market will 
now continue as before. I am very grateful to 
Paul Carter and Meopham Farmers Markets 


for coming to the rescue. We have two years to 
put the market on a firm financial footing. 

“Other businesses in West Mailing are start¬ 
ing to open up so they can really benefit from 
visitors to the market.” 

Speaking at Sunday’s market Mr Woods, who 
runs the Love Chillies stall, said: “I am so grate¬ 
ful to Trudy for helping us out and using her 
contacts to make sure the market stays, we 
couldn’t have done it without her.” 

The market takes place on the fourth Sunday 
of every month. 


Protestors invite 
you to join march 

HUNDREDS of campaigners are expect¬ 
ed to take part in a march on Bank 
Holiday Monday in protest against the 
proposed Kent International Gateway. 

The demonstration has been organised 
by StopKIG, a pressure group deter¬ 
mined to save the green space ear¬ 
marked for development under the con¬ 
troversial scheme. Protestors will gather 
on Bearsted Green. 

A planning meeting will be held three 
days later at Maidstone Studios at 6pm 
for Maidstone council to decide how it 
would have ruled on the application. 

A public inquiry will be held later this 
year after the decision was taken out of 
the council’s hands. 

Protect Kent chairman Richard Knox- 
Johnston said his group was against the 
development and urged like-minded res¬ 
idents to make their voices heard. 

He said: ‘We will certainly be at the 
planning inquiry starting in autumn, 
making a strong point that the proper 
planning procedure has not been fol¬ 
lowed in the case of KIG.” 

The KIG proposal would see a freight 
interchange built on acres of countryside 
at the foot of the North Downs.

payment she would not have left. 

During the ruling at the London 
court on Tuesday morning, Ms 
Gibb was also refused permission 
to appeal. 

After the hearing the NHS 
trust’s new chief executive Glenn 
Douglas said: “We welcome the 
court’s decision which supports 
the view of the trust and the NHS 
as a whole. 

“This high-profile case has been 
the cause of anxiety for many 
people and I hope this brings 
some comfort to them. It is the 
right decision. 

Apology 

‘We would again like to publicly 
apologise for what happened dur¬ 
ing the C-diff outbreaks that 
occurred while Ms Gibb was chief 
executive of the trust. 

“Under new management and 
with new procedures and strict 
infection control measures, we 
have subsequently achieved some 
of the lowest infection rates in the 
country. 

“Our priority is and will continue 
to be to provide safe, high-quality 
care for our patients.” 


A PILOT who went on the run after 
he pleaded guilty to several drug 
charges has been found in Somerset. 

Police issued a warrant 
for Sid Clark, of Tonbridge 
Road, Barming, after he 
failed to turn up to his 
hearing at Maidstone 
Crown Court in February. 

The 48-year-old was due 
to face charges of produc¬ 
tion and possession of 
cannabis, and abstraction 
of electricity. The case came 
after air accident investi¬ 
gators released a report 
into Mr Clark’s plane 
crash, on February 23 last year, 
which suggested he may have been 
on drugs at the time of the crash. 

His Cessna 172M Skyhawk 
crashed into conifer trees bordering 
a house in Farthing Common, near 
Hythe. The impact sent the plane 
plummeting to the ground in the 
back garden of the property owned 
by an elderly couple. 

Amazingly, Mr Clark, 58, from 


Barming, and passenger Tim Des 
Vignes, 53, a convicted drug smug¬ 
gler on day release from prison, 
suffered only minor cuts 
and bruises. 

After the crash Mr Clark 
said he had been taking his 
friend Mr Des Vignes on a 
“pleasure flight” to Dover 
and back as a treat. 

Police raided his home 
several days after the 
crash where they found 
300 cannabis plants and 
arrested Mr Clark on sus¬ 
picion of growing cannabis. 
Officers from Kent 
Police’s East division of the Serious 
Organised Crime Unit made in- 
depth enquiries to locate Clark. 

Kent Police worked with Avon and 
Somerset Police and a house in 
Shepton Mallet was raided on April 
17, where Mr Clark was found and 
arrested for failing to appear in court. 

He has been remanded in custody 
until his next court appearance on 
May 8.

THE finals of the National Police 
Dog Trials were held at Leeds 
Castle - but the Kent force did not 
compete after its champion dog 
was struck down with a medical 
condition. 

This was the first time the event has been 
held in Kent in its prestigious 49-year history, 
so it was a big blow for Kent Police not to have 
its dogs taking part. 

Twenty-eight finalists from across the UK 
competed at the historic castle in 
Hollingboume from Thursday to Sunday after 
coming through regional heats. 

But Kent’s champion dog Rex, an Alsatian 
who specialises in tracking, searching, chasing 
and detaining offenders, had to be retired from 
the force after developing a spinal problem 
shortly after the force’s trials. 

Prestigious 

Insp Preston Chalk, head of Kent Police’s 
dog section based at Coldharbour, in Aylesford, 
said: ‘We were proud to be hosting such a pres¬ 
tigious national event here in the county. 

“While officers from Kent police were not 
competing in the finals this year, the force’s 
impressive track record is one of the reasons it 
was chosen to host the dog trials. 

“We have won six national police dog titles in 
the past four years. 

“But this year, our force champion had to be 


medically retired a week after the force trials 
due to a spinal condition, which meant it could 
not continue to work. 

“This significantly affected our chances of 
qualifying for the nationals. It is disappointing 
but the welfare of our dogs is a priority.” 

The first two stages of the competition, which 
included searching and tracking, were held at 
an Ashford venue away from the public. 

The final stages at Leeds Castle, which 
was free to watch for members of the public 
and attracted hundreds of spectators, involved 
work-related tests in obedience, agility, 
straight chase, stand-off, weapon and gun 


attack, emergency recall and crowd control. 

The entrants were judged by a panel of police 
experts, including Sgt Jim Gall, of South Wales 
Police, Sgt Ian Craven, of the Metropolitan Police 
and PC Tony Ryan, of Lincolnshire Police. 

Nottingham PC Dave Buckley and his dog 
Chaz were named winners of the national tri¬ 
als with a total score of 911 points. 

The winning pair was presented with their 
award by Prince Michael of Kent after a for¬ 
mal parade of all the finalists on Sunday.

Villagers make vow 
to rebuild pavilion 
in honour of Arthur 


A COMMUNITY has vowed to 
honour a dying man’s wish to 
build a new sports pavilion - but 
they need to raise another 
£30,000 to make it come true. 

Arthur Mercer was among the crowd with 
his father on Coronation Day in 1953 when 
Chart Sutton’s existing sports pavilion was 
officially opened. 

Since that day it has severely deteriorated 
and Arthur, who died in March, spent his 
final years continuously fund-raising for a 
new pavilion to be built in the village. 

The community has now come together to 
continue his dedicated work and help 
achieve his final wish. 

The small pavilion at the playing field in 
Warmlake Road is still used by local football 
clubs. 

From the outside it looks shabby and tired, 
but on the inside there are leaks, gaping 
holes and a thick layer of mould. 

The villagers have tried to redecorate to 
bring the pavilion back to life, but the mould 
continues to defeat their efforts. 

Plans for a replacement have been drawn 
up and submitted to Maidstone council’s 
planning committee. 

They include space for activities, clubs, 
parties and meetings for all generations, but

the cost of the new pavilion will be £60,000. 

The village has raised about £20,000 to add 
to Arthur’s £10,000, by hosting a series of 
summer fetes, quizzes, Saturday markets 
and egg hunts for children. 

Former Mayor of Maidstone and 
Independent Cllr Mike FitzGerald, who lives 
in Chart Sutton, said: “Some of the things 
growing on the ceiling [in the existing pavil¬ 
ion] look like they’re from a different planet. 

“The pavilion would be far more than just 
a sports facility. We want it to be a communi¬ 
ty space for young people, old people, chil¬ 
dren, families, everyone. 

“And we’ve decided that, if we can get it 
built, we’re going to call it the Arthur Mercer 
Pavilion. Arthur was such a lovely man. He 
loved Chart Sutton and he wanted the com¬ 
munity to benefit from a new pavilion”. 

To raise awareness of their mission the 
community approached a local video produc¬ 
tion company to produce a short film about 
the campaign and about Arthur, which can 
now be seen on Yourkenttv. 

Kersh Media, run by former BBC producer 
Graham Majin, donated its services free of 
charge to film the run-down site. 

Mr Majin said: “We were pleased to get 
involved. Like many small rural communi¬ 
ties in Kent, Chart Sutton is fighting hard to 
keep its sense of community alive. 

“The village post office and shop closed in 
2007, and a new pavilion could become a new 
focus for village life”.

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Reopening breathes 
new life into museum 

A REVAMPED family attraction has 
smashed its targets for April within the first 
days of its grand opening. 

The Museum of Kent Life officially re¬ 
opened as Kent Life on Saturday, April 4, 
after undergoing a £50,000 transformation. 

Bosses say the new play areas and activites 
such as the piglet and ferret racing went 
down extremely well with its first visitors and 
that the site was “heaving with happy cus¬ 
tomers”.

Can you tell us a little about yourself? 


A I was bom in Wales but my father worked 
in a bank so we moved quite a lot. I started 
school in Ipswich, then moved to Surrey and 
went to a grammar in Purley. I gained a place 
at Westminster Medical School and graduated 
in 1972. Postgraduate training was at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cambridge; St 
James’s, Balham; St Richard’s, Chichester; St 
George’s, London, and finally back to 
Westminster, where I was a senior registrar. I 
was appointed consultant general surgeon at 
Maidstone in 1983.

Why did you want to become a breast surgeon? 


q: 


it can be emotionally draining. However, we 
are able to support each other and have a fan¬ 
tastic team of specialists who share the strain. 
Our team and the superb environment in 
which we work keep our feet on the ground 
and help maintain a positive outlook. And 
with better outcomes for breast cancer 
patients, this is becoming easier. 


Q 


Tell us about your working partnership with your wife. 


A At the time there were no specialist breast 
surgeons. In those days we did a very long 
training, both in the hours worked and the 
years it took to become a consultant. We cov¬ 
ered all aspects of general surgery, including 
breast problems. Over the years sub-speciali¬ 
sation increased and when, after 30 years, I 
came off the on-call rota, there was only time 
to deal with the ever-increasing workload at 
the Breast Clinic, although I still undertake 
general surgery in the private sector. 


A Sue came to help me set up the Breast 
Clinic in 1993 and since then we have 
worked closely together. Sue’s years in general 
practice have contributed to her amazing com¬ 
munication skills and over the years she has 
developed the skills required to offer all types 
of breast reconstruction, both immediate and 
delayed, nipple reconstruction, breast aug¬ 
mentation and reduction. We enjoy working 
with each other and it is always great to have 
an instant second opinion available. 


Q 


What services and support do you offer patients? 


Working on a daily basis with breast cancer patients 
must be an emotional job, how do you stay positive? 

My wife and I see just over 300 newly-diag¬ 
nosed breast cancer patients each year and 


D We offer a comprehensive breast service. 

All our patients, both NHS and private, are 
seen in a one-stop clinic which includes taking 
a history, examination and all initial investiga¬ 
tions, which usually include mammography 
and ultrasound. Together with colleagues I 
established a charity in 1995, the Mid Kent 
Breast Cancer Appeal, to support the work of 


the Breast Clinic and thanks to a hard-work¬ 
ing team of fundraisers, this has helped pro¬ 
vide modem equipment most breast clinics do 
not have immediate access to. We provide sup¬ 
port to the patients ourselves, but the special¬ 
ist breast care nurses play a major role. 

Q Tell us more about the Breast Clinic at Maidstone 
Hospital? 

A Five years ago a dream came true and 
Maidstone’s Breast Clinic opened, which 
subsequently was named after the late Peggy 
Wood in recognition of her contribution to 
fundraising. The clinic is modern, tastefully 
decorated and provides a great environment 
for the clinic and the screening service, and is 
exclusive for the use of breast patients. 

Q What do you think the benefits are of working both in 
private and public sectors of healthcare? 

A The main benefits are that we are able to 
work with the same team of specialists. 
Our clinics are supported by a specialist breast 
care nurse and we have a combined breast 
clinic with the oncologist at least once a week 
at Somerfield Hospital. One of the most impor¬ 
tant aspects of patient care over recent years 
has been that all cancer patients, or patients 
suspected of having cancer, are discussed in a 
multidisciplinary team meeting. We believe 
this helps provide the best treatment options 
for patients and these are discussed with them 
on an individual basis after these meetings.

Foreign trackers Mamed 
for UK's porous borders

THE true scale of Britain’s lax bor¬ 
der security has been revealed 
after shocking new figures showed 
that nine out of ten truckers bring¬ 
ing illegal immigrants into the 
country are foreign. 

The UK Borders Agency admitted that of all 
the lorry drivers bringing in desperate migrants 
into the UK, 90 per cent were overseas drivers. 

The figures, revealed following a Freedom of 
Information request, showed 1,571 foreign 
truckers were fined an estimated £2 million 
last year after clandestine migrants were 
found hiding in the back of their trucks. 

In comparison, only 195 British hauliers 
were caught with stowaways and were fined 
some £300,000 

British drivers have accused their foreign 
counterparts of risking £2,000 fines per 
migrant found because they know they will 
not have to pay them. 

The statistics only show what was collected 
by the agency, not the total amount of fines 
issued, meaning there is still more than 
£lmillion owed in fines by foreign truckers. 

Shadow immigration minister Damian 
Green said the foreign truckers were “abusing” 
UK laws and that a crackdown was needed. 

The Tory MP for Ashford said the £2,000 
fines were not deterring foreign drivers, 
adding: “Clearly many are abusing our immi¬ 
gration laws and they should be punished 
effectively when they are found to be carrying 
migrants on board their lorries. 

“This is why the Conservatives continue to 
call for a dedicated and specialist border police 
force.”

Trucker Mervyn Osgood, 54, from 
Maidstone, said: “It’s an absolute farce - we 
always see the foreign drivers talking to the 
migrants in Calais. 

“These figures don’t surprise me at all.” 

He said foreign truckers caught with illegals 
on board simply ignored the fines handed to 
them - sometimes not even telling their boss¬ 
es they had been caught. 

He added: “They know they can get away 
with it because they don’t seem to get prose¬ 
cuted, so to them it’s worth the risk. 

“They get £1,500 from each illegal, so if they 
get four on they pocket around £6,000. 

“Then they just unload their cargoes and 
head back to their countries. 

“We can’t do that because we live here and 
we take our jobs seriously.” 

The true extent of illegal migration is likely 
to be much bigger than the figures reveal. 

The UK Border Agency admitted the stats 
do not reflect the fact that the 1,571 foreign 


lorry drivers may have brought in up to ten 
migrants or more a time. 

A spokesman for the agency said: “These fig¬ 
ures don’t reflect the actual figure because 
there are often more than one clandestine 
found per vehicle.” 

The spokesman said that last year a total of 
28,000 migrants was caught trying to sneak 
into Britain on board lorries crossing the 
Channel by ferry. 

The stats also revealed the foreign truckers 
were fined a further £811,507 for working in 
Britain without the necessary haulage per¬ 
mits. 

Peter Cullum, head of international affairs 
at the Road Hauliers Association of Great 
Britain, said British drivers were doing their 
best to avoid migrant hot-spots across the 
Channel. 

He said: ‘We know most of the drivers com¬ 
ing across with migrants on board are foreign. 

“It’s very few of our guys.” 


Desperate migrant 
clung to Eurostar 
train at 186 mph 

AN ILLEGAL immigrant clung to the roof 
of a Eurostar as it hit a top speed of 186mph 
travelling through Kent, it has emerged. 

The desperate migrant is thought to have 
jumped on to the train from an overhead 
bridge as it slowed before entering the 
Channel Tunnel near Calais. 

He then clung to the roof for the 45-minute 
journey through the tunnel before the train 
reached Kent and hurtled towards London - 
with the man somehow holding on. 

The migrant was only spotted at 
Ebbsfleet International Station, near 
Dartford, as he tried to slip down inbetween 
two carriages to make an escape. 

The bid has highlighted how desperate the 
estimated 1,300 immigrants living around 
Calais have become to get into the UK. 

Jumped 

Michael Whelan, 38, a passenger on the 
Brussels to London service on Thursday, 
told a national newspaper: “I spoke to the 
train captain at Ebbsfleet and he told me 
the train slowed as it approached the tun¬ 
nel at Calais so he thought the man proba¬ 
bly jumped on to the roof there from an 
overhead bridge. 

“I don’t know how long he was on the roof, 
but one of the Eurostar workers spotted 
him on it at Ebbsfleet and then he hid in 
the gap between the carriages.” 

The man, thought to be of Indian descent 
and in his early 20s, was arrested by officers 
from the British Transport Police before 
being handed over to the UK Border Agency, 
which gave him a medical examination. 

Passengers were delayed as sniffer dogs 
were brought in to search for further immi¬ 
grants, but the man had carried out his 
death-defying stunt alone. 

A Eurostar spokesman said: “A man 
believed to be an illegal immigrant was on 
one of the train carriages. He was removed 
and detained by British Transport Police. 
We can’t comment on how he got there, but 
the train would have reached speeds up to 
186mph between the tunnel and Ebbsfleet.”

And 
with a new movie hitting the big screens this 
month they were out in force in London last 
week to cheer on their heroes at the premiere. 

Now the stereotype would be of geeky-look- 
ing people - a cunning blend of still-living- 
with-your-parents-haircuts, acne, home-made 
props, stick-on Spock ears and life-long diffi¬ 
culty relating to the opposite sex. 

And, sure enough, the gaggle of Spock-ear 
wearing, bad hair, awkward looking folk stood 
outside whatever cinema it was at Leicester 
Square proved there was a reason stereotypes 
are something not worth entirely dismissing. 

Star Trek is a bizarre obsession for many but 
has all the key ingredients to generate the 
form of super fandom which takes people 
down the dubious path of obsession; its science 
fiction (which always attracts the fanatic), 


there have been outings on the big and small 
screen, spin-offs a-plenty, and enough mer¬ 
chandise to fill a small country. 

But surely it has become such a joke to be a 
Trekkie that you’d think the real hardcore 
would realise people were laughing at - and 
crucially not with - them. You’d think they 
would make an effort to prove being a Star 
Trek fan didn’t mean having a life-long aver¬ 
sion to basic levels of hygiene and even a nod¬ 
ding acquaintance with fashion. You’d think 
they’d want to smash the stereotype. 

The only conclusion I can draw from this is 
that they actually enjoy the sense of belonging 
fulfilling the Trekkie stereotype brings with it. 

And, after all, where would be the fun if they 
shattered that particular stereotype? 

Beam me up, Scotty.

Which area in Maidstone do you cover? 

The Boxley Parish area, which includes Grove Green, 
Sandling, Lordswood and Walderslade. 

Tell us what your role includes? 

My main role is to provide a high-visibility policing pres¬ 
ence, to give crime prevention advice to the elderly or the 
young if they have been a victim of crime, and also to 
engage with and provide reassurance to the community. 

What are the main issues raised by residents? 

Speeding. There are lots of different speed limits in the 
parish so trying to enforce these presents a challenge and 
was raised by residents at a recent meeting. And litter 
and anti-social behaviour are issues around Tesco and 
shops in Grove Green, where youngsters congregate. 

How do you plan to address these? 

Local PC Lee Cumberland has been conducting speed 
checks. We also are trying to encourage Speedwatch, a 
scheme which gets the community involved by asking vol¬ 
unteers note the speed of vehicles and educate drivers. 
We have also been organising a community litter-pick with 
the help of Maidstone council and the Cubs. Anti-social 
behaviour will not be tolerated and we have been giving 
out notices to those who create a nuisance, mostly for 
noisy motorcycles. We can also seize motorbikes from per¬ 
sistent offenders..

ANNA Faris may be fast becoming 
famous as one of the funniest 
ladies in Hollywood, but the bubbly 
blonde actress says she wasn’t 
always known for her comic touch. 

“I had been in local theatres - all dramatic and 
never thought of myself as a comedian in any 
form,” she says of her early acting experiences. 

“In fact nobody did - nobody thought I was 
funny at all.” 

So it’s funny now that Anna, who stars 
alongside Seth Rogen in the new dark comedy 
Observe And Report, is bucking the current 
trend towards male-heavy ‘bromances’ or 
buddy movies.

10cc are not in love, they're just on a 94-date tour 


FOR nearly 40 years, lOcc 
has been entertaining audi¬ 
ences all over the world 
with its music. 

The band became a real chart force 
during the 70s, releasing hits that 
still receive frequent airplay today, 
such as Dreadlock Holiday and the 
perennial favourite I’m Not In Love. 
Thanks to the enduring popularity of 
their songs and the ready availabili¬ 
ty of their music on the internet, lOcc 
is continuing to win new fans and 
has never really been off the road. 

Frontman Graham Gouldman is a 
gifted songwriter who developed a 
love of music when he was just a 
small child. Just as he was beginning 
to listen to the radio, the airwaves 
were carrying the new sounds of skif¬ 
fle and rock ‘n’ roll and Gouldman 
still feels the influence of artists like 
the Beatles today. 

He played in a number of bands in 
the Manchester area from the early 
60s onwards and wrote his first top 
10 hit, For Your Love, at the age of 
just 19. However, he did not get to 
step into the limelight just yet - the

song was actually recorded by the 
Yardbirds. At that time Gouldman 
was a member of the Mockingbirds, 
which had landed a regular spot as a 
warm-up act for Top of the Pops. So 
Gouldman had to stand by and 
watch the audience go wild for the 
Yardbirds when they came on to sing 
his song. 

By the time he formed lOcc in 1970 
with singer-guitarist Eric Stewart 
and multi-instrumentalists Kevin 
Godley and Lol Creme, Gouldman 
had also written hits for the Hollies, 
Herman’s Hermits and Jeff Beck. 
The band started out as a session 
group called Hotlegs and enjoyed a 
surprise hit with Neanderthal Man, 
before signing to Jonathan King’s 
UK Records label and changing their 
name to lOcc, inspired by a male bod¬ 
ily function. 

The follow-up, Rubber Bullets, 
topped the chart and really launched 
lOcc as a pop force to be reckoned 


with, though success in the US was 
elusive until 1975 when unconven¬ 
tional ballad I’m Not In Love went to 
number two in the American charts. 

Following the departure of Godley 
and Creme in 1976, Gouldman and 
Stewart carried on as a duo until 
1984. Gouldman then teamed up 
with Andrew Gold to form Wax, their 
most memorable hit being Bridge To 
Your Heart, and lOcc members 
reunited in the early 90s to record 
the album Meanwhile... 

Now the band is in the middle of a 
mammoth 94-date tour, encompass¬ 
ing five countries, and Kent fans will 
have the chance to see them perform 
when they visit the county in May 
The current line-up, led by 
Gouldman, comprises lead guitarist 
Rick Fenn, drummer Paul Burgess, 
Mick Wilson on percussion and gui¬ 
tar and Mike Stevens on keyboards, 
guitar and saxophone. 

lOcc will be performing at the 
Central Theatre in Chatham on 
Saturday; the Orchard Theatre, 
Dartford, on Friday, May 8, and the 
Assembly Hall Theatre, Tunbridge 
Wells, on Thursday, May 21.

That was my reac¬ 
tion when I was invited to learn 
the art of cracking jokes on a 
comedy cruise sailing from Nice to 
Menorca in the Mediterranean.

I strug¬ 
gled up the first hill and enjoyed a quiet ride 
out into the country. 

Our ultimate goal, after more muscle-aching 
hills, was the beautiful beach of Binibeca, 
where I had a swim and bewailed my increas¬ 
ing saddle-soreness, and finally made it back 
to the ship exhausted after a 24-mile ride. 

At dinner I was recognised by some of the 


passengers - the result of the comedy night. I 
was a celebrity! Then I saw they were laugh¬ 
ing again - at my bandy-legged, saddle-sore 
walk. 

That night I enjoyed a gourmet dinner in the 
elegant Oasis restaurant. There are also seven 
bars, ranging from The Pub, which is as its 
name sounds, to the quieter, wood-panelled 
Captain’s Club. 

The Oasis is the only restaurant on the ship 
where people dress for dinner and costs extra, 
as did the slightly less formal Steak House; 
the other restaurants are free. 

And what of my fellow passengers? Relaxed, 
friendly and informal, as indicated by the 
slogan of the ship. 

If any of us had wished to get married on 
board, it would have been no problem at all - 
nor would special anniversary and birthday 
celebrations... even a renewal of wedding 
vows. But I was happy to stick to the jokes.

Rise in unemployment 
prompts rent warning 

LANDLORDS are being urged to find 
ways to ensure they receive their rent as 
the jobs market is so precarious. 

Property website Smartlandlord.co.uk 
advised those renting out homes to be 
extra cautious after it released figures 
showing an increasing number of unem¬ 
ployed people were renting. 

A year ago only 3.1 per cent of new ten¬ 
ants renting private property were 
unemployed but that figure has risen to 
7.8 per cent. 

Keshav Thukaram, managing director 
of Smartlandlord, said: “With the social 
housing sector ill-equipped to cope with 
the extra demand, private landlords are 
increasingly being called upon to take in 
unemployed people on benefit. 

“There is evidence that some landlords 
are suffering because benefits aren’t 
being paid on time, so landlords taking 
this route must ensure they know their 
rights, and apply to have the rent paid 
directly by the council if they experience 
problems.” 

The numbers of self-employed and 
retired tenants have also risen. Mr 
Thukaram urged landlords to run 
checks on new tenants, but also to 
ensure rents are secure should their ten¬ 
ants’ financial circumstances change. 

Negative equity is back 
but burden is shared 

RESEARCH by the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders shows negative equity - where 
a home is worth less than its mortgage - 
has become an increasing problem 
because of falling house prices. 

However, the group added that two 
thirds of those with negative equity were 
experiencing only “modest shortfalls” of 
ten per cent or less, and the scale of the 
issue needs to be kept in perspective, as 
home-owners still have about £2.1 tril¬ 
lion of unmortgaged housing equity. 

Bob Pannell, the council’s head of 
research, said: “Although negative equity 
has resurfaced as house prices have fall¬ 
en, one big difference from the early 
1990s downturn is that it is less concen¬ 
trated among young, first-time buyers, 
and more evenly spread across wider age 
groups and those at different points on 
the housing ladder.” 

At the bottom of the last housing mar¬ 
ket recession in 1993, 1.5 million house¬ 
holds were in negative equity. 

The council said today’s borrowers 
were following the pattern seen in the 
1990s and choosing to stay put, waiting 
to recover their equity position.

THE Budget for the next financial 
year has come under fire from two 
influential groups for not doing 
enough to help lift the property 
market out of the slump. 

The Association of Residential Letting 
Agents (Aria) attacked Chancellor Alistair 
Darling’s Budget, announced in the Commons 
last week, calling it “wholly unsatisfactory” for 
having failed to give incentives for landlords to 
improve rental housing for a growing number 
of tenants. 

And the National Association of Estate 
Agents (NAEA) said the policies put forward 
were ineffectual and would do nothing to help 
the economy recover. 

It wanted more to be done to encourage first¬ 
time buyers on to the housing ladder to get the 
market going again. 

Ian Potter, operations manager of Aria, said: 
“Alistair Darling had a clear opportunity to 
improve the bottom end of the rental market 
and chose to maintain the status quo for 
Britain’s worse-off tenants. 

Wet again Gordon Brown’s administration 
has wasted an opportunity to improve the 
quality of stock of lettings property by failing 
to incentivise landlords through tax relief on 
labour and materials. 

“Not only would this have helped to stimu¬ 
late the market, particularly in the construc¬ 
tion sector, but it would also have provided the 
greater standards of rented accommodation 
that this country desperately needs. 

“Landlords should be recognised for what 
they bring not only to the housing market but 
to the wider economy and treated as any other 
responsible business.” 

In its Budget submission, Aria also called on 
the Government to introduce capital 
allowances for landlords improving housing 
stock over a certain age. 

A second attack came from the influential 
estate agents’ group who said there was no 
help for those trying to get on the housing lad¬ 
der. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of NAEA, 
said: “The housing market is the engine of the 
UK economy and it is likely that this Budget 
will be remembered as largely ineffectual, 
given the magnitude of the problem. 

“There is very little here for first-time buy¬ 


ers, who need more encouragement to climb on 
to the property ladder which will get every¬ 
thing moving. 

“Mr Darling has used a water pistol to try to 
put out a fire.” 

Mr Bolton King also attacked the extension 
of the £175,000 stamp duty land tax threshold 
as not going far enough to make any signifi¬ 
cant impact 

He said: “Merely extending the stamp duty 
threshold is disappointing. Mr Darling had a 
real opportunity to get rid of this hated tax, 


which is seen by many as a tax on aspiration. 

“Since the threshold was introduced last 
autumn it has helped just one third of first¬ 
time buyers. 

“In this difficult economic time, Mr Darling 
could have seized the opportunity to encour¬ 
age first-time buyers to the market and to 
send a signal of confidence that may have 
reverberated around the economy. 

“Instead he has tried to choose a path to 
please everyone, which I suspect will please no 
one.”

A £700 premium over the hatchback also 
brings the same unique seven-year/100,000- 
mile warranty - perhaps even more important 
if you need to work your estate car hard.

Equally impressive is the 113bhp 1.6-litre 
diesel of our £15,545 LS-spec test car. It is a 
cracking all-rounder for a potentially hard¬ 
working estate car like this and can average 
nearly 60mpg. It is easily the best power option, 
though you can also have a 120bhp 1.6-litre 
petrol, 89bhp 1.6 diesel or 138bhp 2.0 diesel. 

And you can forget about plasticky Korean 
interiors of the past with the intoxicating whiff 
of Airfix modelling glue; the Ceed range has

Leaner and greener 
in brave new world

A POT of £2.9 million is available through the South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda) for low-carbon initiatives that it 
reckons will help more than 3,000 regional businesses cut costs 
and boost profits. 


Half the money is from the European 
Regional Development Fund, and the 
other half from Seeda, which is setting up 
programmes covering sustainability 
issues and the three Rs - reduction, reuse 
and recycling. 

It’s all part of a wider range of targets, 
including an 89,000-tonne reduction in 
the growth rate of carbon dioxide emis¬ 
sions, a £3.2 million boost to the region’s 
economy and the creation of hundreds of 
jobs. 

Oona Muirhead, Seeda’s executive 
director for skills and sustainable pros¬ 
perity, said: “In these difficult economic 
conditions it’s all the more important that 
we help businesses take advantage of new 
market opportunities in the growing glob¬ 
al green economy. 

“This is good for profit margins and 
employment, as well as for tackling the 
region’s ecological footprint. 

“This latest round of ERDF funding will 
help ensure projects that can contribute to 
a successful, sustainable future for the 
region don’t fall by the wayside.” 

The funding forms part of the - wait for 
it - South East England European 
Regional Development Fund 
Competitiveness Programme 2007-13 
that was approved in December 2007. 

The South East was the first UK region 
to have the programme adopted. 

A key priority will be encouraging tiny 
and slightly larger businesses to work 
together, forming groups that can benefit 
from better access to funding. 

One of the initiatives covers training 
programmes for small and medium-size 
enterprises (SMEs) - and that’s most of

the firms in Kent - worth some £3,500 
each if they want to go sustainable. 

This is probably attractive to a lot of 
owners because customers are becoming 
more aware of sustainable and environ¬ 
mental business practices. 

However, they’ll be asked to invest in 
their companies so policies are carried out 
and companies will have to meet eligibili¬ 
ty criteria. 

The funding is in the hands of 
PLATOGB - an offshoot of Southern 
Enterprise Alliance, a private not-for-prof¬ 
it company - and it’s for a two-year busi¬ 
ness and personal development pro¬ 
gramme. 

Programme director Alexandra Massey 
said: “In these lean times, the green issue 
is having more of an impact than ever. 

“If the consumer has the choice, locally- 
sourced products with a neutral carbon 
footprint are winning over something 
that’s been flown in or has a heavy carbon 
footprint. 

“This programme is about helping local 
companies implement a sustainable agen¬ 
da, add a positive contribution to their 
marketing and make a difference to their 
profits.” 

Participants can go along to free induc¬ 
tion seminars to learn more before going 
on the full programme - in Kent they are 
on Thursday, May 21, at Ashford 
International Hotel, from 4.30pm to 6pm, 
and on Tuesday, May 26, at the Holiday 
Inn, Rochester, at the same times.

Key hopes Lions' 
chance will push 
England ambition 


ROB Key will aim to push his case for a 
call-up to the England Test squad when 
he captains the Lions team to play West 
Indies this week. 

The four-day game against the tourists 
begins at Derby tomorrow, ruling the 
Kent skipper out of the County 
Championship game with Essex, which 
gets underway at Chelmsford today 

England national selector, Geoff Miller, 
said: “This is a really exciting summer for 
cricket in England and Wales and the 
Lions matches are excellent opportunities 
for players to push for England places. 

“The Lions squads feature players who 
display qualities that are capable of win¬ 
ning matches for England, so these 
games are very important. 

“Rob Key captained outstandingly well 
in New Zealand and then took the reins in 
similar fashion for the MCC in the cham¬ 
pion county match, so he will continue to 
lead for the match against West Indies.” 

Key’s fellow opener Joe Denly, howev¬ 
er, has not been included in the squad 
and will therefore be available for Kent’s 
game at Chelmsford, where Martin van 
Jaarsveld is likely to lead the side.

Stones end season with a 
standing ovation from fans 


IT isn’t often a team gets a standing 
ovation after losing its fifth straight 
game and having failed to score a 
goal in 498 minutes, but a young 
Maidstone side was applauded off 
the Bourne Park pitch on Saturday, 
having shown glimpses of a bright 
future. 

For the first time in four seasons neither pro¬ 
motion nor relegation hinged on the result of 
the Stones’ final game of the season and as a 
consequence of this, plus a rash of suspensions 
and injuries, nine reserves made the squad. 

Yet they matched Billericay in almost every 
department and the only goal was down to two 
of United’s most experienced players. 

Nine minutes before the break neither Lloyd 
Hume, making his first start for over two sea¬ 
sons, nor Ryan Royston cut out Ashley Dumas’ 
cross and Rikki Burbridge was gifted a simple 
finish from just outside the six-yard box.

In first half stoppage time the Stones should 
have equalised when Elliott Bradbrook beat a 
series of defenders and laid the ball on a platter 
for Ashley Dann, but with too much time to 
think, Dann screwed the chance wide. 

It was an isolated error from a young player, 
but the side was still subjected to criticism from 
the main stand, from a couple of misanthropic 
windsacks who were intent on finding faults, 
like Stadler and Waldorf from the Muppet 
Show, but without the humour.

Maidstone’s only real chance of an equaliser 
came on 63 minutes, when Dann squared the 
ball to Steve Elliott, who shot just over, but by 
this time nobody cared. After the tension of last 
season’s final day survival act at Folkestone, 
mid-table obscurity was an overwhelming relief.

MAIDSTONE United may have 
played their final game at Bourne 
Park after chairman Paul 
Bowden-Brown admitted he 
would listen to offers to ground- 
share away from Sittingboume. 

“Its no secret we had a seven-year agree¬ 
ment and it’s come to an end,” Bowden-Brown 
told Yourmaidstone. “We wouldn’t be where we 
are today without (Sittingboume chairman) 
Andy Spice, but I’ve got to go away and work 
out how I can cut our costs, while generating 
money for the team and the new stadium.” 

If a better deal is available elsewhere 
Maidstone could move, with Ebbsfleet, 
Tonbridge and Ashford all rumoured destina¬ 
tions. 

Bowden-Brown acknowledged there was 
some substance to these stories: “I’ve been 
talking to Ashford chairman Don Crosbie 
about the people behind their planned Sports 
Village, because there are people there who 
might be able to bring the Stones home,” he 
said. “But it would be silly to say we’re going 
there because from what I hear they might be 
going into administration.” 


Informal talks have been held in the past 
with Ebbsfleet and Tonbridge, but Bowden- 
Brown remains hopeful an improved deal can 
be struck with Sittingboume, despite sound¬ 
ing a warning about the game in general. 

“Football’s in a state,” he said. “Gates will 
drop everywhere because of the economic cli¬ 
mate and players will find they won’t be able 
to get the same money next season. You’ll 
always get the odd club prepared to pay over 
the odds, but we’ll have a reduced budget 


next season and so will a lot of other clubs.” 

Bowden-Brown confirmed joint-managers 
Alan Walker and Lloyd Hume would be stay¬ 
ing next season, but says the make-up of the 
squad won’t be known until May 31, when 
the duo hand him their retained list. No play¬ 
ers have yet indicated they want to leave, but 
Bowden-Brown said: “For some players the 
game is their only source of income, so I’d 
understand if they got offers elsewhere and 
thank them for what they’ve done for us.”

STAPLEHURST driver David Mayes made 
the best possible start to his GT career, by 
winning on his debut at Silverstone last 
weekend. 

The reigning Caterham Superlight 
Champion qualified on pole by over a sec¬ 
ond from his nearest rival and was quicker 
than a number of more powerful cars. 

The 20-year-old then took the chequered 
flag in the first main race, despite having 
only minimal experience in the class. 

“The GT format is very different from 
what I am used to in single seaters,” he 
said. “The grid is made up of four different 
power classes so you have to focus on who 
you are racing, add rolling starts, slick tires 
and a roof and it feels completely different. 
I couldn’t believe how hot it got in the car.” 

Mayes earned his drive in the LKM 


Porsche 996 after winning last year’s 
Caterham title, but his testing plans were 
thrown into disarray when he was only able 
to drive the car for four laps around 
Donington at the end of last season. 

Mayes had just 15 minutes of practice 
time before qualifying began, but said: “We 
were lucky to get any racing at all - the 
organisers did a fantastic job.” 

The man who first spotted Mayes’ poten¬ 
tial, local businessman Gary Eastwood, was 
denied the class victory in race two when 
his car’s front splitter broke early in the 
race, with just over a second separating the 
top three finishers at the flag. 

The duo will be back in action this week¬ 
end at the A1 GP meeting at Brands Hatch.
